With reference to an article ina recent issue 
of the Kobe Chronicle on the cause of the 
“Japanese disease, kakke, n correspondent, who 
signs himself “ A theorist,” writes’ to shy that 
he has long been convinced that both kakke 
and plague are diseases closely connected with 
the condition of the grain used ‘as food, 
Curiously enough,on the day our article an the 
subject appeared, the correspondent (a tocal 
resident) had just sent, a letter on a similar 
subject toa Calcutta paper, which is now for- 
warded to us asa matter of interest, and from 
which we have pleasure in quoting as follows:-- 
“TL have long bees convinced that plague is 
directly connected With grain food, and after 
reading articles inthe Qecsferly Ne teu on 
‘The Plague’ in No. 888, dated Octoher got, 
and on“ [gtecritnd his Discoveries” in No. 
“9366, dated April tgot ( thef certaain that 
plague ina dew words rs a fre 
ferncent tive in the bod es of aninals. Fugither, 
that if aot accially setup by the consu aption 
of bot grain (in rats especially), it dttacks 
nine yitalentiy persons and ania if eating 
and is Wwrehout do’ bt warost easily 
propagied in the howties of gra Med people

The article further 
states: ‘The connection of rats with plague 
is so general as to be evidental, It is found 
on examination that the disease t' ey die of is 
actually plague, and that their bodies are 
swarming with plague bacilli. They have been 
found deadin warehanses—esprcially granarins.’ 


"7 would suggest that the crusade against 
rats should be specially directed: agains! grain: 
fed ones—I fio not approve of a wholesale 

‘stamping out.of this scavenging species, —and 

_ that. whenever plagne bacilli be found in the 
bodies of rats their source of fond should be 
traced as far as possible, 

"As regards the prevention of plaque 
epidemics and all disease amongst people, the 
first and foremost is to provide them with 
sufficient sound food to sustain life. What is 
the nse of cleanly sureau ‘dings ifthe animal is 
allowed or even forced ta eat fotl food, es- 
pecially fond in a more or less advanned stage 
of fermentatian ? 

“T would have the storage and sale of grain 
foods ‘supervised with the object of allowing 
only sound grain ta be used for food, and the 
consumption of salt (pure or in the form of salt 
fish, &c.) should be encouraged amongst grain- 
fed people. 

“The reason that Ceylon has been free from 
plague and also the tea plantations in India 1 
ascribe in some -‘egree to the fact that the rice 
for the estates is kept up to a good standard 
under terms of the labaur contracts.” 

The correspondent also says, that if the ex- 
periments on rice foad referred to in our article 
are continued he would sugpest that in relation 
to them the theory that the diseases of kakke 
and plague may be pro-esses of fermentation 
might ke borne in mind with advantage. In 
the issue of Harpers’ Mfagasine for April he 
noticed in an article on “Physiological tm- 
munity” the words, “It was] fl fora French 
chemist. Touts Pasteur . . '. to reveal that 
disease is essentially a fermentation.” 

Finally the correspondent ventures'to differ 
from the learned Tokyo doctor's opinion that 
4'the change of diet has had no direct influence 
in ridding the Japanese Navy of kakke.” To 
his mind the change of diet simply gave the 
germs aless congenial soil to develop in.
